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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Less (US 
3,4747,503). Less discloses a necktie holding apparatus that has a generally elongated, flat body 
portion (20) having first and second ends with a first engagement mechanism (31) including a 
button hole in an enlarged area at the first end and a second engagement hook mechanism (44) is 
located at the second end as shown in figures 3-6. Further, the second engagement mechanism 
can include a hook as shown in figures 3 and 4. Furthermore, the first engagement mechanism 
can also include a first hook lying in a first plane that is generally orthogonal with respect to the 
second engagement mechanism as shown in figures 8 and 8A. Also, it is inherent that the 
distance between the first and second ends of the elongated body is between 1.5 and 2.5 inches 
since this is the conventional distance between buttons on a shirt (22) as shown in figure 1. In 
addition, the elongated body is made of plastic, col. 4, lines 46-67. 
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In claim 1, on lines 3 and 5, "for attaching"; in claim 8, on lines 3 and 4, "for securing" 
and "for engaging" and in claim 9, line 2, "for receiving" has not been given patentable weight 
since it does not positively limit the metes and bounds of the patent protection as desired. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Less. 
With regard to claims 10-12, it would have been obvious that the necktie holding 

apparatus of Less can be made of any desired material which were available at the time the 
device was constructed or depending on the end use thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 13-14 are allowable because the prior art does not teach or suggest the recitation 
therein including a method of securing an elongated necktie holder having a first attachment 
mechanism to an unbuttoned collar button in combination, a second attachment mechanism 
being secured to the knot of a necktie.
